• Sentraal Malmesbury: (Wyke 8, 9, 10 en 11 en klein gedeeltes van 
wyke 4, 7 en 12)

Da a r is d us vyf beplanningsareas; elk met sy eie 
Areaplan dokument. Viervan die vyf beplanning areas verteenwoordig 
twee wyke elk, terwyl Malmesbury vie r wyke verteenwoordig.

I imRODUCTION AND PURPOSE OF1HE PLAN 

1.1 GB^mL 

Area-based planning is an initiative that complements the IDP process by 
focuang and zooming in on communities. Communities in this sense are 
represented by settlements and wards Because wards are often 
demarcated in a way that divides areas that in reality represent coherent 
communities or settlements Swartland decided to adopt an approach that 
in the first place focuses on sensible geographical areas, simultaneously 
considering wardsso that ward planning is not neglected. To achieve this 
a number of wards are combined for each area plan to echo the area- 
based approach in a pragmatic way. 

The following five planning areas were identified: 

• North: Moorreesburg, Koringberg and Ruststasie (Wardsl and 2) 

• East: Riebeek West, Riebeek Kasteel and Ongegund (Wards3 & 12) 

• l/l/est; Darling and Yzerfontein (Wards 5 and 6) 

• South: Abbotsdale, Chatsworth, Riveriandsand Kalbaskraal (Wards4 
and 7) 

Central Malmesbury: (Wards 8, 9, 10 and 11 and small portions of 
wards4, 7 and 12). 

As such, it is an approach that represents an effort to address integrated 
planning at a sub-municipal level. There are therefore five planning areas; 
each with itsown Area Plan document Four of die five plans represent two 
wardseach, while Malmesbury town represents fourwards 

The importance of the role of the wardsand ward committees is addressed 
in the second section of each Area Plan. It also contains the community 
inputsand the resultsofthe public meetings perta ining to those wards.

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1.4 Deelnamepioses 2011/2012 

Die Munisipaliteit in samewerking met die wykskomitees het begin met die 
samestelling van die areaplanne wat al 12 wyke dek. Vanaf 24 tot 27 
Oktober2011 isvergaderingsgehou metal 12 wyke om hulle kwessiesen 5 
top prioriteite te bepaal. By die vergaderings is die eerste konsep van die 
areaplan aan die wykskomiteelede uitgedeelom insette te lewer.

2011 meetings were heid with ail 12 ward committees to determine their 
issuesand top five priorities Atthe meetingsthe first draft of the area pians 
wasalso handed outto ward committee membersto provide input into the 
document 

The area plans were finalised at a second series of meetings with ward 
committees this time extended to inciude people from the sectors which 
ward committee members represent between 27 February and 5 March 
2012. 

The role of the wards and ward committees is built into the process as the 
second section of each Area Plan presents the ward committee members 
and the planning they have been invoived with. It also contains the 
community inputsand the resuits of the public meetings pertaining to those 
wards 

1.5 RarScipation Pioc ess 2012/ 2013 

The draft area plans were completed during January to March 2013. The 
area plans were submitted to the Mayoral Committee on 20 March 2013 
and to the Council on 28 March 2013 for consideration.

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2. DORPEINAREA 

2.1 MOORREESBURG 

(a) hisboiiese agteigiond 

Moomeesburg het sy ontstaan te danke aan die totstandkoming van die NG 
Kerken wel in die laaste helfte van die 19de eeu. Die vroegste geskiedenis 
van die kerktot en met 1882 is dan ook nou verweef met die geskiedenis en 
aanvanklike ontwikkeling van die dorp. Die dorp isvemoem na een van die 
eertydse leraarsvan die Swartland gemeente op Malmesbury, naamlik Ds 
J .C. Le Febre Moorrees. 

In 1882 verleen Lxrrd Milner dorpstatus en word Moomeesburg se eerste 
dorpsbestuur verkies Behalwe die sentrale dorpsgebied vind ontwikkeling 
ookin vierverskillende areasplaasnaamlik: 

• Gedeeltesvan die plaas Neulfontein B (vandag die plaasTevrede) 
word ontwikkel en staan bekend asSteynsburg. Dit isdie area tussen 
Parkstraaten Uitsigstraat; 

• In 1920 word die gebied tussen Smutsstraat en Uitsigstraat ontwikkel. 
Die gebied staan bekend asSmutsville; 

• Aan die noordekant van Langstraat en die westekant van 
Reservoirstraat word nog 'n gebied op ‘n gedeelte van die plaas 
Klipvlei ontwikkel; 

• Die dorpsgebied van Hooikraal word in 1905 uitgele en opgedeel in 
1235 erwe wat goedkoperasdie dorpserwe verkoop is. In 1915 word 
die grond noord van die rivierby Hooikraal ingelyf. 

(b) Orrtwikkelingspeispeklief 

Mooneesburg het'n "medium" ontwikkelingskategoiie op beide kwalitatiewe 
en kwantitatiewe ontledings aangetoon (32ste gelys), terwyl die 
behoeftevlakke in vergelyking met die provinsiale gemiddeld relatief laag 
(24ste gelys) is. Moomeesburg vaar goed in die ontwikkelingskomponente 
wat verband hou met institusionele dienste, ekonomiese verandering en 
streeksontwikkeling. Die hooffunksie van die dop is die van 'n landbou- 
dienssentrum (sentraal geplaasde dop) in die hartjie van die 
koringproduserende Swartland-distrik. 

Ligte industriee isbesig om 'n belangrike rol in die dop te speel. Die rol van 
die Swartland Groep (wat houtvensters en deune vervaardig), Skaarland 
(ploee), Swartland Sement en ander landbou-verwante industriee 
(hondekos en canola-olie) se impak op die plaaslike ekonomie moet nie 


2. TOyyNSINTHEAREA 
2.1 MOORRSSBURG 
(a) Hstorical backgiound 

Moorreesburg originated asa resuit of the establishment of the DR Church in 
the last half of the 19th century. The earliest history of the church up to 1882 
was interwoven with the history and initial development of the town. The 
town is named after one of the former ministers of the Swartland 
congregation, namely Rev. J .C. Le Febre Moorrees 

In 1882 Lord Milner granted town status and Moorreesburg’s first town 
council was elected. Besides the central town area, development also 
takespiace in four other areas namely: 

• Parts of the town Neulfontein B (currently known as the farm Tevrede) 
wasdeveloped and isknown asSteynsburg. Itisthe area between Park 
Street and Uitsig Street; 

• In 1920 the area between Smuts Street and Uitsig Street wasdeveloped. 
Thisarea isknown asSmuts/ille; 

• On the northern side of Lang Street and the western side of Reservoir 
Street another area isdeveloped on a section of the farm Klipvlei; 

• The town area of Hooikraal waslayed out in 1915 and divided into 1235 
erven which were sold at a cheaperprice than the town erven. In 1915 
the land north of the riverat Hooikraal wasincorporated. 


(b) Development peispective 

Moorreesburg registered as a "medium" development category on both 
the qualitative and quantitative ana lysis (ranked 32nd), while its needs levels 
are relatively low (ranked 24th). When compared to the provincial average. 
Moorreesburg performs well in the development components related to 
institutional services economic change and regional development The 
main function of the town is that of an agricultural service centre (central 
place town), in the heart of the wheat producing Swartland district 

Light industries are beginning to play an increasingly important role in the 
town. The role of the Swartland Group (producing wooden window frames 
and doors), Skaarland (ploughs), Swartland Cement and other agri-related 
industries (dog food and canola oil), should not be underestimated in its 
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onderskat word nie. Meer ligte industriee wat verband hou met 
landboubedrywighede / funksies meet gelok word. Moorreesburg isdie setel 
van die WeskusDistriksmunisipaliteit (WKDM). 

Na 'n periode van ontwikkeling toon die dorp se ekonomie sedert 2000 'n 
matige groei. Dit kan toegeskryf word aan, onderandere, die feit dat die 
hoofkantoor van Munisipaliteit Swartland na amalgamate in Malmesbury 
gesetel is, die uitlekvan koopkrag na Kaapstad, Malmesbury en Piketberg 
en die stagnering van landbouproduksie weens droogtes en die sterkrand- 
geldeenheid wat in vo ere van koring goedkoper maak as om dit plaaslik te 
produseer 

Die beskikbaarheid van water kan 'n beperkende faktor wees vir die 
ontwikkeling as 'n landbou-sentrum. Die moontlikheid om landbou- 
aktiwiteite in die streek te diversifiseer moet ondersoek word. Die huidige 
oorheersing van landbou wat die dorp se ekonomiese stand bepaal, maak 
die ekonomiese basis van die dorp baie kwesbaar. Dit kan oorkom word 
deurspesifrekte fokusop landbou/ koring ven/vante toerisme. 

(c) Diensle: KapasHeitenagteislande

Moorreesburg word bedien deurdie N7 aan die oostekant van die dorp, 
wat die hoof vervoerroete uitmaak tussen Kaapstad en Namibie. Groot 
probleme word egter ondervind met veilige toegange tot die N7 by beide 
ingange na die dorp, maarveral die suidelike ingang. Gedurende die 
wintermaande word probleme metswaksig ondervind asgevolg van mis

impact on the local economy of the region. More light industries related to 
the agricultural function should be attracted. Moorreesburg is the seat of 
the WestCoast District Municipality (WCDM). 

After a period of development the town's economy reflects a declining 
growth since 2000. This can be attributed to, among other things that the 
head office of the Swartland Municipality was established in Malmesbury 
after amalgamation, the leakage of buying power to Cape Town, 
Malmesbury and Piketberg and the stagnation of agricultural production 
due to drought and the strong rand currency (which makes imports of com 
cheaperthan producing it locally.) 

Water availability may be a limiting factor for development as an 
agriculture centre. The possibility to diversify agricultural activities in the 
region must be investigated. The present dominance of agriculture around 
which the town economy revolves makes the economic base vulnerable. 
This could be countered by a specific focus on agriculture/wheat related 
tourism. 

(c) Seivkes Capacity and backlogs 
Sieetsand tiaflic 

Moorreeesburg is served by the N7 on the eastern side of town, which forms 
the main transport route between Cape Town and Namibia. Numerous 
problemsare encountered with safe access to the N7 from both entrances 
to town, particularly the southern entrance. During winter months problems 
with bad vision is experienced due to fog. The town links with the West 
Coast via the R45 and with Pa a ri/ Welling ton via the R311. With this 
excellent road infrastructure Moorreesburg forms a junction between the 
north and south aswell aseast and west.

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2.2 KORINGBERG 

(a) Historiese agtetgrond 

Koringbeng is'n tipiese voorbeeld van 'n dorpie wat rondom 'n kerken langs 
'n tneinspoorontstaan het. Die dorp is in 1923 as 'n nuwe NG Gemeente op 
die plaas Brakfontein gestig. Aanvanklik het dit bekend gestaan as 
Warren's camp, vemoem na die nabygelee stasie. Die nuwe naam 
Koringbeng, verwys egter na 'n heuwel in die omgewing wat bo die 
koringlande uittroon. Die dorp het in 1975 Munisipale status verkry, maardit 
weerdaama verloor. Koringbeng is die mees noordelike nedersetting in die 
Swartland Munisipale area. 

(b) OntwikkelingspetspekUef 

Koringbeng het ontwikkel as 'n landboudienssentrom, maar funksioneer tans 
as 'n residensiele nedersetting wat gnotendeels plaaswerkers van die 
omiiggende landelike area huisves. Die verbouing van koring is tot 'n mate 
vervang deurdie pnodusering van tafeldruiwe virdie uitvoermark. Die plaas 
Bnoodkraal verskaf werk aan 2 000 arbeiders waarvan die meenderheid in 
Koringbeng woonagtig is. Sommige van die plaaslike inwoners is van die 
opinie dat Koringbeng as 'n aftreedorp en 'n landelike ontviugtingsoord 'n 
positiewe gnoeipotensiaal het. Verskeie kunstenaars en afgetredenes het 
reedshulself hierkom vestig. 

Koringbeng, met 'n lae ontwikkelingspotensiaal (lllste gelys vanuit 131 
dorpe in die provinsie) en met 'n medium menslike behoeftevlak (70ste 
gelys), kwalifiseer op hierdie stadium vir gnootskaalse sosiale 
kapitaalinvestering eerder as vir 'n vaste infra struktu re le investering. Op 
hierdie wyse sal die kapasiteit van die inwoners en hul sosiale welstand meer 
effektief opgehef word. 

Die dorp is'n paar kilometers vanaf die N7-noete gelee en sy nabyheid aan 
Moomeesbung dra by tot sy funksionele rol as 'n lae-rang landelike 
nedersetting. In realiteit dui Koringbeng se ontwikkelingspnofiel 'n bale lae 
gnoeipotensiaal aan. Die enigste positiewe ontwikkelingskomponente wat 
die nedersetting aantoon isekonomiese verandering en streeksontwikkeling, 
maar dit kan nie as indikatore gebruik word nie, aangesien die groot 
persentasies verkry op klein getalle ingevolge sensusopname-syfers, statisties 
misleidend mag wees. 


2.2 KORINGBERG 

(a) Hisbarical backgiound 

Koringbeng is a typical example of a town that developed from a church 
and a railway siding. The town was originally established in 1923 with the 
church being built on the farm Brakfontein. It was initially known as Warren's 
Camp after the railway station. The name Koringbeng however, refers to the 
prominent hill behind the village which overiooksthe wheat fields. The town 
obtained municipal status in 1975 but lost it aftenA/ards. Today Koringbeng is 
the northern-most settlement of the Swartland Municipal area. 

(b) Development perspective 

Koringbeng developed as an agriculture service centre, but currently 
functions as a residential settlement which to a large extend 
accommodates farm workers of the surrounding rural areas. To an extent 
the cultivation of wheat was replaced with the production of grapes forthe 
export market. The farm Bnoodkraal provides work to 2000 labourers of 
which the majority live in Koringbeng. Some of the farm residents are of the 
opinion that Koringbeng has a positive growth potential as a retirement 
village and a rural breakaway resort. Various artists and retirees have 
already settled down here. 

Koringbeng, with a low development potential (ranked 111th out of 131 
towns in the province), and a medium human needs level (ranked 70th), 
should at this stage qualify primarily for major social capital investment 
rather than for fixed infrastructural investment. In this way the capacity of 
the town's community and their social well-being could be uplifted more 
effectively. 

The town is located a few kilometres off the N7 route and its proximity to 
Moorreesburg contributes to its functional role as a low-order rural 
settlement. In reality Koringberg's development profile promises very little 
growth potential. The only positive development components the 
settlement reveals are economic change and regional vitality, which are 
misleading indicators on account of the statistical fallacy produced by 
relative large percentageson small census numbers.

A public perception survey was done under the guidance of Professor De Wet Schutte from UniSearch Research Consultants during October and 
November 2013. The process started on 9 October 2013 when 15 municipal officials were trained by Prof Schutte to act as facilitators. This was followed 
by a demonstration focusgtoup se^on with councillorsthat was facilitated by Prof Schutte. The purpose ofthissession waste introduce the methodology 
to councillors and to serve asa learning experience forthe 15 officials. 

The municipal area was then divided into 10 target areas Focus group interviews were conducted in these areas with members of the community. This 
survey was intentionally not aimed at community leaders but at ordinary men and women in the community - people whose opinionsare seldom heard. 
Focusgroup sesaonswere held with the following groupsin each of the 10 target areas 

• Men 18- 35 years 

• Women 18 - 35 years 

• Men 36yearsand older 

• Women 36 years and older 

In a few caseswhere circumstancesdictated otherwise, genderand age groupswere combined. 

Data-collection wascompleted between 14 October and 7 November2013. Facilitators had face-to-face contact with 173 persons from all levels of the 
community. If this figure is multiplied according to the group dynamic principle where each person represents an average of five other individuals' 
opinions, it can be stated thatthe survey re presents a total of approximately 865 opinionsfrom the different communitiesin Swartland. 

Two indexes were used. The Priority orP-Index determines the priority of the i^es mentioned in the focus group se^ons by participants It measures two 
things on a scale of 1 to 11: the importance of the issues and the level of satiffaction with the issues. The priority is determined by subtracting the 
satisfaction rating from the importance rating. An issue which isregarded as important by the participants but where the level of satitaction with the issue 
isalso high, will therefore have a lower priority than an issue with the same importance but a lower level of satitaction 


hSgh importance, low level ofsatis^ction: Monty high 
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The Community or C -Index is a graphic representation of the level of satisfaction of the respondentswith the basic building blocksofa healthy community. 
These are shelter/housing, health care, sanitation, water, food, energy/eiectricity, income/accessto income, education, recreation, environment, religion, 
welfare, transport and safety. The items were measured on a scale of 1 to 11 in terms of satisfaction level only and the result was presented as a 
c 0 mmunity profile. 

The Community orC-Index also measured the cohesion or bonding within a community. Participants were asked to rate the following three questions on a 
scale ofl to 11: 

• To what extent do you considerthis community to be yourhome? 

• How close or distant do you feel to your friends in this community? 

• To what extent can you rely on the rest of your community to come to youraid if you would have a problem? 

The information of the C-Index is essential for any sustainable development initiatives It serves as a point of departure from which the impact of any 
change in the community's service delivery a nd/or any intervention programmesin the community can be monitored. 

The validity and reliability of insights obtained during the exercise should not be underestimated. The reality is that the survey provided the Municipality 
with great detail about the real needs of the different communities in Swartland.
